It is alna)N liaid f.'i any nmn to believe tlmt he has been wrong. 
Wheo lie gelH into a dispute with a nei^libor lie always believes Iha^ 
the ueigbbor is n iou^, autl that in atickiug to hia point that neighbor 
is doing him a serious injury. It was suoa a oaae aa that which the^ 
editor aaw, in whioh two old (riaada wata aqiaratod baeaaaa of a 
IHtIa diapute whioli waa aol worth a dollar to either of thea, but . 
in whioh oaah baliavod tha other waa doing hia aa iataalioaal 
injiietifle. "I eould forgive the iDjiiry," each one eaya to dav, "but 
I can never fi)r^;lve hini for wtaiidiun up fcr liin piMnt wlu n l.e uhk 
so cleailv in the »rung. It hIiown that he in not a Hafe iniin to ileal 

with.' 

And yet l>uth nieu were wrong, tbo each felt eure be waa right. ' 
But, each uoe was ao oonslructed that he could not aee tbiaga from 
the other poiat of view. Eaoh inaiatad that the other maa ahoald 
look at It irodlt hia «ay» and neither would awka anjr effort to aoat 
tha other aua'a viawa. It ie often that way. We all hale to admit 
that we may not be exactly right, and we pajr no attention to the 
other fellow V ar^umpnla, jnol baaaaap wawlll aellalta tba troable 

to see hiN |>()ii)t uf view. 

It Im H (|iiepr Ihin^, but one which' every tMaMP^ flMB kSbWa, 
that there js uo single act which is either right or wrong — that* 
arar^thing depeude on the circumetancea aad the idea whioh the . 
BMUi doiag tbo aot haa ia aiiad. So il ooaiea about that whan two 
aoaa have dilaraat idaaa ia ihoir aiada, lhajr will diaagrea aa to 
whether a givea aet ia right or wroag. Aad aaeh oaa will be 
right from hie own point of view. But, onleea the other fellow 
inana^eH lit find out what idean the MrKt i>ne had in hin niitid, he will 
never be able to underNlHiid how they citme to disagree, and he will 
iilaine the tirxt one foi l>eing "ia tha wiea(.'* That nally ahoald 
ouly mean that be disagreed.

If be ia a good 
man.aad haa baaa a good friend it ia all tba battar if you aaa diaagree * 
aad bo friaada. Juat try to aee bow ha kwka at it, aad evea if you 
can't agree that he seen right, it will make you have a kinder feel- 
ing for him. If you can do thia you will keep a lot of frienda yuu 
woaM othtrwiaa loaa. 

A POOR KINDNESS. 

It ia remarkable bow ofteu thiuga are not what they oeem in 
thio world- how oftoa aallahuees of the worst type go^s under the 
aama of "love" for inatanoe. Take tiM aaaa of a "loving" parent lyid 
a growing boy or girl. Every one kaoaa that for a ehild'p best good 
it ahoufd learn to be indepeiidtut of the old folks — every bird has 
got to fly on its own wingn, at the last. A child cannot have the pro- 
tection of itn lioiiie very many yurn. -Ml that it aceoniplisheH butt 
got to lie done nil itH own hook, and lu be \MMtli anything it haa got 
to learn to be indepeudent — to have a safe and nure judgement of ita 
own, to care for itself, to guide ite own feet. And to do Ibis, it ia 
nooesaary for a ohild to go away from home — to go somewhere where 
it will have a obaooa to laarn, a little at a time, to do tbaoa thiago. 
Tbara ia no place ao good as a good aobool, where the ehild oaa taka 
ita first lesHotia iu freedom with a kind teacher watching for any alipa. 

But how ofteu. when the time eomex for thechildto goaway.the 
parenlH Huy they canuot .spare the y ouughter, becauae they "love" itso. 
And BO the child Ntaya at hoiue, and loKeN the best ebance it will ever 
have to fit itnelf for life. What kind of "love" in thin, that makes a 
child loae auoh things f Aa a reault of thia "love" the child will be 
poorer all ite life, it will lie laaa able to gel along in the wo^ld, it will 
be leaa likely to make a good aama for itoalf, it will be more likely to 
foil in all that ia worth while in lifis, in ehort, it will carry the bunlen 
of iuetHcieucT and i(»iioiaiice and weaknenH all thru life, jusl becauRe 
of this "love" of the parenta, Doea a feeling which putw a burden 
like that ou ones child deserve the name of love y .\n<l ih> you know 
anyone who haa some of that feelingf Batter be aure that there is 
aona of that kind of "love" among tba rMMi trUdll will katp jOur 
bojor iKMaa fcooi aobool thia fall.

It takes seven of these so- 
cieties, among them the W. C. T. U., 
lo accomiiKidate the meml>erabip of 
this one tenth, ami there are many 
total abstainers outside. There are 
6,000 meiubers of the Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance union in Sweden, 
and there doubtless would be many 
more If ao many women had not be- 
•some membara of other tamporaaoa 
Bocietlaa before tka advaat of the W. 
C. V. 

"Swedea haa a students' total al>- 
4tlnence aaaocUtlon with a member- 
abip of 11,000. Tbia remarkable in- 
stitution appears to give a hopeful 
promise for the future.

r. and other soclettea in Sweden have 
successfully handled the governni.>nt 
for iaat month the Swedish parlia- 
ment gave a large grant toward 
I'luirseg of temperance Instrurtioo lor 
teiwiiers this year and next and the 
city of Sto<-kholni grnnl.H 1,000 kronor 
yearly to a permanent teni|ieran< o ex- 
hibition.
